BIG BEAR, California (AP) — 

The extraordinary manhunt 
for the former Los Angeles 
police officer suspected of 
three murders converged 
Tuesday on a mountain 
cabin where authorities 
believe he barricaded 
himself inside, engaged 
in a shootout that killed a 
deputy and then never 
emerged as the home 
went up in flames. 

A single gunshot was heard 
from within, and a charred 
body was found inside. 

If the man inside proves to 
be Christopher Dorner, the 
search for the most want¬ 
ed man in America over 
the last week would have 
ended the way he had ex¬ 
pected — death, with the 
police pursuing him. 
Thousands of officers had 
been on the hunt for fhe 
former Navy reservist since 
police said he launched 
a campaign to exact re¬ 
venge against the Los An¬ 
geles Police Department 
for his firing.

Obama: Nation stronger, GOP should back plans

WASHINGTON (AP) — Un¬ 
compromising and politi¬ 
cally emboldened, Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama urged 
a deeply divided Congress 
Tuesday night to embrace 
his plans to use govern¬ 
ment money to create jobs 
and strengthen the nation’s 
middle class. He declared 
Republican ideas for re¬ 


ducing fhe deficit “even 
worse” than the unpalat¬ 
able deals Washington had 
to stomach during his first 
term. In his first State of the 
Union address since win¬ 
ning re-election, Obama 
conceded economic re¬ 
vival is an “unfinished task," 
but he claimed clear prog¬ 
ress and said he was seek¬ 
ing to build on it as he em¬ 
barks on four more years in 


office. “We have cleared 
away the rubble of crisis, 
and we can say with re¬ 
newed confidence that the 
state of our union is strong," 
Obama said, speaking be¬ 
fore a joint session of Con¬ 
gress and a television audi¬ 
ence of millions.In specific 
proposals for his second 
term, an assertive Obama 
called for increased fed¬ 
eral spending to fix the na¬ 


tion’s roads and bridges, 
the first increase in the 
minimum wage in six years 
and expansion of early 
education to every Ameri¬ 
can 4-year-old. Seeking to 
appeal for support from 
Republicans, he promised 
that none of his proposals 
would increase the deficit 
“by a single dime.”

In the Republican response 
to Obama's address, ris¬ 
ing GOP star Marco Rubio 
of Florida came right back 
at the president, saying 
his solution “to virtually ev¬ 
ery problem we face is for 
Washington to tax more, 
borrow more and spend 
more.” 

Sen. Rubio, in prepared 
remarks, said presidents of 
both parties have recog¬ 
nized that the free enter¬ 
prise system brings middle- 
class prosperity. 

“But President Obama?” 


Rubio said. “He believes 
it’s the cause of our prob¬ 
lems.” 

Obama also announced 
new steps to reduce 
the U.S. military footprint 
abroad, with 34,000 Ameri¬ 
can troops withdrawing 
from Afghanistan within a 
year. And he had a sharp 
rebuke for North Korea, 
which launched a nuclear 
test just hours before his 
remarks, saying, “Provoca¬ 
tions of the sort we saw last 
night will only isolate them 
further." 

Despite the pressing for¬ 
eign policy concerns, jobs 
and growth dominated 
Obama’s prime-time ad¬ 
dress, underscoring the 
degree to which the econ¬ 
omy remains a vulnerabil¬ 


ity for the president and 
could disrupt his plans for 
pursuing a broader agen¬ 
da, including immigration 
overhaul, stricter gun laws 
and climate change legis¬ 
lation. 

Standing in Obama’s way 
is a Congress that remains 
nearly as divided as it was 
during the final years of his 
first term, when Washing¬ 
ton lurched from one crisis 
to another. 

The president implored 
lawmakers to break 
through partisan logjams, 
asserting that “the great¬ 


est nation on Earth cannot 
keep conducting its busi¬ 
ness by drifting from one 
manufactured crisis to the 
next." “Americans don't 
expect government to 
solve every problem," he 
said. “They do expect us to 
forge reasonable compro¬ 
mise where we can.” 

Yet Obama offered few 
signs of being willing to 
compromise himself, in¬ 
stead doubling down on 
his calls to create jobs by 
spending more govern¬ 
ment money and insist¬ 
ing that lawmakers pay 
down the deficit through 
a combination of target¬ 
ed spending cuts and tax 
increases. But he offered 
few specifics on what he 
wanted to see cut, focus¬ 


ing instead on the need to 
protect programs that help 
the middle class, elderly 
and poor. 

He did reiterate his willing¬ 
ness to tackle entitlement 
changes, particularly on 
Medicare, though he has 
ruled out increasing the eli¬ 
gibility age for the popular 
benefit program for seniors. 
Republicans are ardently 
opposed to Obama’s calls 
for legislating more tax rev¬ 
enue to reduce the defi¬ 
cit and offset broad the 
automatic spending cuts 
— known as the sequester 


— that are to take effect 
March 1. 

Obama broke little new 
ground on two agenda 
items he has pushed vig¬ 
orously since winning re- 
election: overhauling the 
nation's fractured immi¬ 
gration laws and enacting 
tougher gun control mea¬ 
sures in the wake of the 
horrific massacre of school 
children in Newtown, 
Conn. Yet he pressed for 
urgency on both, call¬ 
ing on Congress to send 
him an immigration bill “in 
the next few months” and 
insisting lawmakers hold 
votes on his gun proposals. 
“Each of these proposals 
deserves a vote in Con¬ 
gress,” he said. “If you 
want to vote no, that's 


your choice.” 

Numerous lawmakers wore 
green lapel ribbons in 
memory of those killed in 
the December shootings in 
Connecticut. Among those 
watching in the House gal¬ 
lery: the parents of 15-year- 
old Hadiya Pendleton, shot 
and killed recently in a 
park just a mile from the 
president’s home in Chica¬ 
go, as well as other victims 
of gun violence. 

On the economy, Obama 
called for raising the fed¬ 
eral minimum wage from 
$7.25 to $9 by 2015. The 


minimum wage has been 
stagnant since 2007, and 
administration officials 
said the increase would 
strengthen purchasing 
power. The president also 
wants Congress to ap¬ 
prove automatic increas¬ 
es in the wage to keep 
pace with inflation. Look¬ 
ing for common ground 
anywhere he could find it, 
Obama framed his propos¬ 
al to boost the minimum 
wage by pointing out that 
even his GOP presidential 
rival liked the idea. He said, 
“Here's an idea that Gov. 
Romney and I actually 
agreed on last year: Let’s 
tie the minimum wage to 
the cost of living, so that 
it finally becomes a wage 
you can live on.'O 


G7 seeking to 
end currency 
war concerns

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Group 
of Seven leading industrial 
nations, which includes 
the U.S., Japan and Ger¬ 
many, warned Tuesday 
that volatile movements 
in exchange rates could 
adversely hit the global 
economy. 

There have been increas¬ 
ing concerns around the 
world that countries might 
manipulate their exchange 
rates through their domes¬ 
tic economic policies in 
order to gain an edge. A 
lower foreign exchange 
rate can make a country's 
exports cheaper, thereby 
boosting growth. But one 
currency can fall only if 
another rises - which in turn 
will create trade problems 
for other countries. 

This process could spark a 
“currency war” — a desta¬ 
bilizing battle where coun¬ 
tries compete against one 
another to get the lowest 
exchange rate. 

In a statement published 
Tuesday on the Bank of 
England website, the G-7 
finance ministers and cen¬ 
tral bankers insisted they 
remained committed to 
exchange rates driven by 
the market — not govern¬ 
ment or central bank poli¬ 
cies — and would consult 
closely when it comes to 
sharp movements in for¬ 
eign currency markets. 

“We are agreed that ex¬ 
cessive volatility and dis¬ 
orderly movements in ex¬ 
change rates can have 
adverse implications for 
economic and financial 
stability,” said the G-7, 
which also counts Cana¬ 
da, France, Italy and cur¬ 
rent president, the U.K., 
among its members. 

The statement comes 
ahead of a meeting in 
Moscow at the weekend 
of finance ministers from 
the world’s top 20 industrial 
and developing countries. 
In light of the recent swings 
in the foreign exchange 
markets, notably relating to 
the Japanese yen, curren¬ 
cy issues were expected to 
feature heavily during the 
Group of 20 discussions in 
the Russian capital. □

Body found in rubble of burned cabin likely Dorner

They say he threatened to 
bring “warfare" to officers 
and their families, spread¬ 
ing fear and setting off a 
search for him across fhe 
Southwest and Mexico. 
“Enough is enough. It’s 
time for you to turn your¬ 
self in. It’s time to stop the 
bloodshed,” LAPD Cmdr. 
Andrew Smith said at a 
news conference held out¬ 
side police headquarters 
in Los Angeles, a starkly 
different atmosphere than 
last week when officials 
briefed the news media 
under tight security with 
Dorner on the loose. 

A short time after Smith 
spoke Tuesday, smoke be¬ 
gan to rise from the cabin in 
the snow-covered woods 
near Big Bear Lake, a re¬ 
sort town about 80 miles 
(128 kilometers) east of Los 
Angeles. Flames then en¬ 
gulfed the building — im¬ 
ages that were broadcast 
on live television around 
the world. TV helicopters 
showed the fire burning 
freely with no apparent ef¬ 
fort to extinguish it. 

“We have reason to be¬ 
lieve that it is him,” said San 
Bernardino County sher¬ 
iff’s spokeswoman Cynthia 


Bachman, adding that she 
didn't know how the fire 
sfarfed. She noted there 
was gunfire between the 


person in the cabin and of¬ 
ficers around the home be¬ 
fore the blaze began. 

Until Tuesday, authori¬ 
ties didn't know whether 
Dorner was still near Big 
Bear Lake, where they 
found his burned-ouf pick¬ 
up lasf week. 

Around 12:20 p.m. local 
time Tuesday, deputies got 
a report of a stolen pick¬ 
up truck, authorities said. 


The location was direct¬ 
ly across the street from 
where law enforcement set 
up their command post on 


Thursday and not far from 
where Dorner's pickup was 
abandoned. The owner of 
the vehicle taken Tuesday 
described the suspect as 
looking similar to Dorner. 

A warden for the Califor¬ 
nia Deparfmenf of Fish and 
Wildlife traveling down 
Highway 38 recognized a 
man who fit Dorner’s de¬ 
scription traveling in the 
opposite direction. The of¬ 


ficer pursued the vehicle 
and there was a shooting 
at 12:42 p.m. local time in 
which the wildlife vehicle 


was hit numerous times 
and the suspect escaped 
on foot after crashing his 
truck. 

After holing up in the cabin, 
there was a second gun- 
battle with San Bernardino 
County deputies, two of 
whom were shof. One died 
and the other was expect¬ 
ed to live after undergoing 
surgery. 

“We're heartbroken,” Big 


Bear Lake Mayor Jay Ober- 
nolte said of the deputy’s 
death and the wounding 
of his colleague. “Words 
can’t express how grate¬ 
ful we are for fhe sacrifice 
fhose men have made in 
defense of the commu¬ 
nity and our thoughts and 
prayers are with them and 
their families.” 

The man believed fo be 
Dorner never came out of 
the cabin, and a single shot 
was heard inside before 
fhe cabin was engulfed in 
flames, a law enforcement 
official told The Associated 
Press. 

The official later told the AP 
that a charred body was 
found in the burned cabin. 
The official requested ano¬ 
nymity because of the on¬ 
going investigation. 
Officials were waiting for 
the fire to burn out before 
approaching the ruins to 
search for a body. 

Police say Dorner began 
his run on Feb. 6 after they 
connected the slayings of 
a former police captain’s 
daughter and her fiance 
with an angry Facebook 
rant they said he posted. 
Threats against the LAPD 
led officials to assign offi¬ 
cers to protect officers and 
their families. □

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Senate panel approves Hagel for 

Pentagon chief

WASHINGTON (AP) — A bit¬ 
terly divided Senate panel 
on Tuesday voted to ap¬ 
prove President Barack 
Obama’s nomination of 
Chuck Hagel to be the 
U.S. defense secretary at a 
time of turmoil for the mili¬ 
tary with looming budget 
cuts, a fresh sign of North 
Korea's nuclear ambitions 


and a withdrawal of U.S. 
forces in Afghanistan. 

The Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee voted 14-11 to send 
the nomination to the full 
Senate, with all the panel’s 
Democrats backing the 
president's choice to suc¬ 
ceed Defense Secretary 
Leon Panetta. 

The committee’s Repub¬ 
licans were unified in their 
opposition to their onetime 


colleague, a former 12- 
year Republican senator 
and twice-wounded Viet¬ 
nam combat veteran. 
Senate Majority Lead¬ 
er Harry Reid, a Demo¬ 
crat, said he would move 
ahead with a full Senate 
vote despite Republican 
complaints that he was 
“jamming it through.” 

A vote is expected on 
Thursday, and barring any 
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Former Nebraska Republican 
Sen. Chuck Hagel, testifies on 
Capitol Hill in Washington.

surprises, the Senate is likely 
to confirm Hagel for the 
president's second-term 
national security team.

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Senate votes to expand domestic violence act

WASHINGTON - The Sen¬ 
ate, with broad bipartisan 
support, voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly Tuesday to expand 
the reach of 1994’s land¬ 
mark Violence Against 
Women Act by fortifying 
the power of Native Ameri¬ 
can courts and explic¬ 
itly protecting gay victims 
of abuse. The 78-22 vote 
raised the pressure on the 
House to act and expand¬ 
ed by 10 votes the margin 
of approval that a nearly 
identical bill garnered in 
the Senate in April. Twenty- 
three Republicans backed 
the measure, up from 15 
previously. 

The vote came after 17 
House Republicans on 
Monday wrote Speaker 
John A. Boehner of Ohio 
and Rep. Eric Cantor of 
Virginia, the House major¬ 
ity leader, demanding im¬ 
mediate action on an anti¬ 
domestic violence bill that 
can get bipartisan support, 
unlike the House bill that 
passed largely on party 
lines last year. 

The new version “must 
reach all victims and per¬ 
petrators of domestic vio¬ 
lence, dating violence, 
sexual assault and stalking 
in every community in the 
country,” the letter stated, 
echoing the language 
used by supporters of the 
Senate bill, which expands 
the law’s focus to include 
homosexual and Native 
American victims and as¬ 


sailants. The law, reautho¬ 
rized twice before with al¬ 
most no controversy, has 
been stuck this time in the 
broader fight over the size 
and scope of government, 
and a more specific battle 
over the powers Congress 
should afford tribal courts, 
which now cannot pursue 
non-Indians who attack 
Native women on tribal 
land. Conservative groups 
like the Heritage Founda¬ 
tion and the Independent 
Women's Forum have 
blasted the law as an in¬ 
effective waste of money 
and the new version as a 
dangerous expansion of 
governmental powers. 

“I never thought the day 
would come when this is¬ 
sue would become politi¬ 
cized, but I'm afraid it has," 
said Sen. John Cornyn, R- 
Texas, as he led the con¬ 
servative opposition to the 
Senate bill. 

But the 2012 election re¬ 
sults _and the yawning 
gender gap that kept the 
White House in President 
Barack Obama’s hands, 
expanded Democratic 
control of the Senate and 
chipped away at the Re¬ 
publicans' House majority 
- may have changed the 
political dynamics on the 
anti-violence bill. 

“Quite honestly, we can’t 
afford to be sitting on 
this for months or anoth¬ 
er year,” said Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski, R-Alaska, a sup¬ 
porter of the Senate bill. 
After the vote, Obama 


called on the House to act. 
“Delay isn’t an option 


when three women are still 
killed by their husbands or 
boyfriends every day,” the 
president said in a state¬ 
ment. “Delay isn’t an op¬ 
tion when countless wom¬ 
en still live in fear of abuse, 
and when 1 in 5 have been 
victims of rape. This issue 
should be beyond debate 
- the House should follow 
the Senate’s lead and 
pass the Violence Against 
Women Act right away. 
This is not a Democratic or 
Republican issue - it’s an is¬ 
sue of justice and compas¬ 
sion.”

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Gun debate on Capitol Hill turns to constitutional issues

WASHINGTON - The discus¬ 
sion on Capitol Hill over 
proposed new gun legisla¬ 
tion turned Tuesday to the 
underlying constitutional is¬ 
sues around which the en¬ 
tire debate pivots. Scores 
of families whose loved 
ones were killed by gun 
violence - including some 
parents of children from 
Newtown, Conn., the site 
of a mass school shooting 
in December - packed a 
hearing room to watch the 
Senate Judiciary Subcom¬ 
mittee on the Constitution, 
Civil Rights and Human 
Rights. Legal scholars, law¬ 
yers, gun rights advocates 
and others testified about 
the constitutionality of vari¬ 
ous proposals now being 
mulled by Congress, in¬ 
cluding the reinstatement 


of an assault weapons 
ban. 

“Some say that all we 
should do is enforce the 
laws on the books,” said 
Sen. Richard J. Durbin, D-lll., 
the chairman of the sub¬ 
committee. He listed vari¬ 


ous measures under con¬ 
sideration, including uni¬ 
versal background checks 
for gun sales, enhanced 
tools to stem illegal straw 
purchasing, an assault 
weapons ban and limits on 
the capacity of some am-

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munition magazines. 

Durbin added, “All of these 
proposals are common 
sense. All of them have 
strong support among the 
American public. And all of 
them are clearly consistent 
with the Constitution and 
the Second Amendment.” 
Lawmakers tangled over 
the 2008 Supreme Court 
decision that struck down 
parts of the District of Co¬ 
lumbia’s strict gun-control 
law, particularly the major¬ 
ity opinion that found gun 
rights “not unlimited." 

The interpretation divided 
along party lines. Sen. Ted 
Cruz, R-Texas, the ranking 
member on the subcom¬ 
mittee, summed up the po¬ 
sition of other Republicans 
in his opening remarks. 

“In my view the divide on 
this issue is fairly straight¬ 
forward,” Cruz said. “The 
focus should be on crimi¬ 
nals.” He said enhancing 
prosecutor's tools, includ¬ 
ing possibly adding a new 
federal statute against 
straw purchasing, was a 
place for “potential bi¬ 
partisan” support. “At the 
same time,” he said, “we 
should continue to respect 
and protect the constitu¬ 
tional rights of law-abid¬ 
ing citizens." Timothy J. 
Heaphy, the U.S. attorney 


for the Western District of 
Virginia, was repeatedly 
questioned on the efficacy 
of current gun laws. When 
asked to weigh in on an as¬ 
sault weapons ban, which 
many gun rights advo¬ 
cates believe violates the 
spirit of the Supreme Court 
ruling because it bans, 
rather than limits, a spe¬ 
cific category of firearms, 
said he believed such a 
ban passed the constitu¬ 
tional test. While the top¬ 
ics of the hearing varied 
from proposed legislation 
on mental health services 
in schools to the wisdom 
of carrying a gun in res¬ 
taurants, much attention 
focused around the one 
area upon which there is 
an increasing bipartisan 
consensus: enhanced and 
increased background 
checks for gun buyers. 
Patching holes in the exist¬ 
ing laws “are our best op¬ 
portunity to keep firearms 
out of dangerous hands," 
Heaphy said. Some Re¬ 
publicans expressed con¬ 
cerns about the wisdom 
of such enhanced laws - 
at one point Sen. Lindsey 
Graham, R-S.C., seemed 
deeply miffed that he 
might have to undergo a 
background check to buy 
a gun from Sen.Q 


2 Maryland students 
die in murder-suicide

A University of Maryland 
student shot his two room¬ 
mates, one fatally, early 
Tuesday before killing him¬ 
self outside the house they 
shared near the College 
Park campus, authorities 
said. The men, who were 
students at the univer¬ 
sity, had been arguing at 
about 1 a.m. in the house’s 
front yard about a small 
fire that the gunman had 
started in the basement, 
according to the Prince 
George’s County Police 
Department. The house, in 
a residential area, is about 
one block from the cam¬ 
pus. As the argument grew 
more heated, the gunman 
shot his roommates before 
walking to the back of the 


house where he shot him¬ 
self, said Julie Parker, a po¬ 
lice spokeswoman. 

The wounded student 
does not have life-threat¬ 
ening injuries, authorities 
said. The names of the stu¬ 
dents have not yet been 
released, but police said 
they had recovered a 
weapon they believe was 
used in the attacks. 

The university made walk- 
in emergency counseling 
available for students who 
feel they need it. 

Wallace D. Loh, the uni¬ 
versity’s president, said in 
a statement that “the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland com¬ 
munity awoke this morning 
to heartbreak" but added 
that “together, we will 
emerge from our collective

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January surplus shrinks 2013 US budget deficit

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. government reported 
a rare surplus for January 
and is on track to run the 
lowest annual deficit since 
President Barack Obama 
took office. 

The Treasury Department 
said Tuesday that the gov¬ 
ernment took in a surplus 
of $2.9 billion in January, 
helped by nearly $9 bil¬ 
lion more in Social Security 
taxes. Last month Congress 
and the White House al¬ 
lowed a temporary cut in 
Social Security taxes to ex¬ 
pire. 

The monthly surplus was 
the first since September. 
Through the first four 
months of the 2013 budget 
year, the deficit has grown 
$290.4 billion. That's nearly 
$60 billion lower than the 
same period a year ago. 
Revenue through those 
four months is 12.4 percent 
higher compared with 
the same period last year, 
while spending has grown 
only 3.5 percent. 

The budget year began on 
Oct. 1. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office forecasts that the 
deficit will total $845 bil¬ 


lion when the budget year 
ends on Sept. 30. If correct, 
that would be first time the 
government has run an¬ 
nual deficit below $1 trillion 
since 2008. 

The deficit is the amount 
the government must bor¬ 
row when its expenses ex¬ 
ceed its revenue. Each 
month’s deficit is volatile 
and can be affected by 
calendar quirks that shift 
government spending or 
revenue from one month 
to another. 

The annual deficit is pro¬ 
jected to be smaller this 
year because the govern¬ 
ment is collecting more 
revenue this year, main¬ 
ly because of faster job 
growth and higher taxes. 

At the same time, the gov¬ 
ernment is spending less 
on some programs. That's 
in part because of spend¬ 
ing cuts that were enacted 
under a 2011 agreement 
to raise the federal borrow¬ 
ing limif. Also, fhe improved 
economy has reduced de¬ 
mand for unemploymenf 
benefits and some other 
government programs. 

Last year, the economy 
grew at a modest 2.2 per¬ 
cent and generated an 
average of about 180,000 


jobs a month. Stronger 
job growth is forecast for 
this year — an average 
of more than 200,000 a 
month, some economists 
say. More jobs mean more 
income, which generates 
more tax revenue for the 
government. 

Another factor in a smaller 
expected deficit is higher 
taxes for some Americans 
this year. When Congress 
and the White House 
reached a deal in Janu¬ 


ary to avert the fiscal cliff, 
they allowed taxes to rise 
on individuals earning at 
least $400,000 a year and 
couples earning $450,000. 
That is expected to raise 
$620 billion in revenue over 
the next decade. 

And the agreement al¬ 
lowed a 2 percentage 
point cut in the Social Se¬ 
curity tax to expire, thereby 
raising taxes on nearly ev¬ 
eryone who earns a pay- 
check. This year's higher 


Social Security tax is pro¬ 
jected to raise about $10 
billion more a month in rev¬ 
enue. 

The additional revenue is 
likely to slow the deficit's 
growth for fhe resf of the 
budget year. The deficit 
will also likely shrink in April, 
when the government col¬ 
lects much of ifs income- 
fax revenue. Last year, 
the government reported 
a surplus of $59 billion for 
April.□

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UN Security Council condemns North Korea nuke test

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — A 

united U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil strongly condemned 
North Korea’s nuclear 
test and pledged further 
action Tuesday, calling 
Pyongyang’s latest defi¬ 
ant act “a clear threat to 
international peace and 
security." 

All 15 council members, in¬ 
cluding North Korea's clos¬ 
est ally China, approved 
the press statement hours 
after the latest under¬ 
ground test. The statement 
called the atomic blast a 
“grave violation” of three 


U.N. resolutions that ban 
North Korea from conduct¬ 
ing nuclear or missile tests. 
The swift and unanimous 
response from the U.N.’s 
most powerful body set the 
stage for a fourth round of 
sanctions against Pyong¬ 
yang. 

The language in the state¬ 
ment, which pledged “sig¬ 
nificant action" in a new 
resolution, was stronger 
than the Security Council's 
initial reaction to North Ko¬ 
rea’s two previous nuclear 
tests and its most recent 
rocket launch. Diplomats 
said it reflects the grow¬ 
ing anger at Pyongyang’s 
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South Korea's Foreign Minister Kim Sung-hwan speaks at a news 
conference after the U.N. Security Council held an emergency 
meeting on North Korea’s nuclear test on Tuesday morning at 
U.N. headquarters, Tuesday, Feb. 12, 2013.

continuing defiance of the 
council and the sanctions 
resolutions. 

How tough the new sanc¬ 
tions will be will depend 
largely on China, North Ko¬ 
rea's main trading partner. 
China has voted for the 
three previous sanctions 
resolutions but has resisted 
measures that would cut 
off the country’s economy 
completely. U.S. Ambas¬ 
sador Susan Rice said a 
number of new measures 
to tighten and expand the 
existing sanctions regime 
will be discussed with coun¬ 
cil members and other 
concerned countries in the 
coming days. She added 
in response to a question 
that financial sanctions 
would be “right for appro¬ 
priate further action.” 
Tuesday’s nuclear test fol¬ 
lowed a familiar North Ko¬ 
rean pattern. Pyongyang 
conducted its first two nu¬ 
clear weapons tests weeks 
after rocket launches in 
2006 and 2009, and this 
third test followed a rocket 
launch in December that 
the U.N. and the U.S. called 
a cover for a banned long- 
range missile test. 

The Security Council noted 
that last month, in a reso¬ 
lution that strengthened 
sanctions in response to 
the December missile test, 
its members promised to 
take “significant action” in 
the event of a new nuclear 
test. “In line with this com¬ 
mitment and the gravity of 
this violation, the members 


of the Security Council will 
begin work immediately 
on appropriate measures 
in a Security Council reso¬ 
lution,” the council said. 
The statement was read by 
South Korea Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Kim Sung-hwan, whose 
country holds the rotating 
Security Council presiden¬ 
cy this month. South Korea 
was elected to the council 
for a two-year term starting 
in January. “North Korea 
will be held responsible for 
any consequences of this 
provocative act,” Kim told 
reporters later. Rice called 
the test “highly provoca¬ 
tive” and said the North's 
continued work on its nu¬ 
clear and missile programs 
threatens regional and 
international peace and 
“the security of a number 
of countries including the 
United States.” 

“They will not be tolerat¬ 
ed," she said, “and they 
will be met with North Ko¬ 
rea’s increasing isolation 
and pressure under United 
Nations sanctions." 

“The U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil must and will deliver a 
swift, credible and strong 
response by way of a Se¬ 
curity Council resolution 
that further impedes the 
growth of DPRK’s nuclear 
weapons and ballistic mis¬ 
sile programs and its ability 
to engage in proliferation 
activity," Rice said, using 
the initials of the North's 
official name, the Demo¬ 
cratic People’s Republic of 
Korea.□ 
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UK food agency raids abattoir in horsemeat scandal

LONDON (AP) — British au¬ 
thorities on Tuesday raided 
a slaughterhouse and a 
meat processing company 
suspected of selling horse- 
meat labeled as beef for 
kebabs and burgers, shut¬ 
ting them down temporar¬ 
ily and seizing all the meat 
found. 

It was the first time since 
the growing scandal broke 
across Europe that horse- 
meat being marketed 
as beef has been traced 
to suppliers in Britain, offi¬ 
cials said, raising questions 
about how widespread 
the practice is. 

Millions of burgers and fro¬ 
zen meals have been re¬ 
called around Europe and 
many accusations have 
been made, but so far 
it’s not clear how horse- 
meat got introduced into 
so many beef products. 
French authorities have 
already pointed to an 
elaborate supply chain 
that involved Romanian 
butchers and Dutch and 
Cypriot traders that result¬ 
ed in horsemeat disguised 
as beef being sold in meals 
like lasagna and moussaka 
to consumers around the 
continent. 

Britain's Food Standards 
Agency said it suspended 
production at the Peter 
Boddy slaughterhouse in 
northern England’s York¬ 
shire and a company it al¬ 
legedly supplied horse car¬ 
casses to, Farmbox Meats, 
in west Wales. The agency 


said it was investigating 
how “meat products, pur¬ 
porting to be beef for ke¬ 
babs and burgers, were 
sold when they were in 
fact horse.” 

“It is shocking that we ac¬ 
tually found this practice 
going on within the U.K.,” 
Environment Secretary 
Owen Patterson said. 
Horsemeat is largely ta¬ 
boo in Britain and Ireland, 
though in France it is sold 
in specialty butcher shops. 
While no health effects 
have been reported, the 
scandal has unsettled con¬ 
sumers and made clear 
that unscrupulous dealers 
in the complicated net¬ 
work of meat wholesalers 
are benefiting from selling 
much cheaper horsemeat 
as beef. 

Peter Boddy, the owner 
of the slaughterhouse, 
said he would cooperate 
with police, while the BBC 
quoted a spokesman from 
Farmbox Meats as saying 
“there is nothing we have 
done here which is not to¬ 
tally permissible.” 

Food Standards Agency di¬ 
rector Andrew Rhodes said 
the companies appeared 
to be involved in “blatant 
misleading of customers." 
He declined to speculate 
on how long such alleged 
fraud may have gone on, 
saying only that officials 
have seized documents 

— including customer lists 

— from the two venues 
and are investigating how 
much horsemeat was sold 
as beef to how many peo- 
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ficials said Tuesday that the 
country produced 6,300 
tons of horse, mule and 
donkey meat last year, 
and that it was correctly 
labeled when it was ex¬ 
ported from 35 authorized 
plants to other European 
countries. 

Romanian officials have 
said the fraud occurred 
somewhere else down the 
line. 

In rural Romania, horses 
are sold from individual 
households to abattoirs, 
and each animal has four 
sets of documents before 
the meat is exported. 

The manager of a Roma¬ 
nian slaughterhouse im¬ 
plicated in the scandal, 
Doly Com, defended his 
plant on Tuesday and tried 
to assuage buyers' con¬ 
cerns about his company's 
meatO 


pie. 

Horses are slaughtered le¬ 
gally in abattoirs across 
Britain, and the meat is ex¬ 
ported to countries where 
horsemeat is eaten. 


Meanwhile, authorities on 
the continent have not es¬ 
tablished where the misla¬ 
beling of horse as beef oc¬ 
curred.

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And they’re off: Papal campaigning gets under way

VATICAN CITY (AP) — It’s 
a political campaign like 
no other, with no declared 
candidates or front-runners 
and a well-adhered to ta¬ 
boo against openly gun¬ 
ning for the job. But the 
maneuvering to select the 
next pope is already un¬ 
der way a day after Pope 
Benedict XVI stunned the 
world and announced he 
would retire on Feb. 28. 
One African contender 
declared Tuesday it was 
time for a Third World pope 
— and said he was free if 
God wanted him. 

Berlin’s archbishop urged 
mercy for the victor, given 
the terrible weight of the 
office, while Mexico City 
Cardinal Norberto Rivera 
asked for prayers so that 
the best man might win. 

It’s all part of the ritual of 
picking a pope, the mys¬ 
terious process that takes 
place behind closed doors 
at the Sistine Chapel, 
where the “princes" of the 
church, the 117 or so cardi¬ 
nals under age 80, vote in 
next month’s conclave. 
Once sequestered, they 
cast secret ballots until they 


reach a two-thirds majority 
and elect a new leader of 
the world’s 1.2 billion Cath¬ 
olics, sending up smoke 
signals from the chapel's 
chimney to tell the world if 
they have failed (black) or 
succeeded (white). 

In the run-up to the con¬ 
clave, cardinals engage in 
a delicate dance, speak¬ 
ing in general terms about 
the qualities of a future 
pope and the particular is¬ 
sues facing the church. It’s 
rare for anyone to name 
names, much less tout him¬ 
self as a candidate. 

If asked, most cardinals 
routinely invoke the refrain: 
“He who goes into a con¬ 
clave a pope comes out a 
cardinal.” 

Such genteel public plati¬ 
tudes, however, belie the 
very real factions within the 
College of Cardinals that 
determine the outcome 
of the vote. Just because 
the cardinals all wear the 
same red cassock and 
recite the same prayers 
doesn't mean they all think 
alike. They have different 
visions of what the church 
needs, different views on 
critical issues and different 
allegiances: geographical,

sentimental and theologi¬ 
cal. And this time around, 
it seems geography is very 
much front and center, at 
least in the public debate 
that was in full swing Tues¬ 
day, the first day of the 
conclave campaign. One 


of Africa’s brightest hopes 
to be the next pope, Gha¬ 
naian Cardinal Peter Turk- 
son, said the time was right 
for a pontiff from the de¬ 
veloping world, and that 
he’s available for the job 
“if it’s the will of God.” 


In an interview with The 
Associated Press inside his 
Vatican offices, Turkson 
said the “young churches” 
of Africa and Asia have 
now become solid enough 
that they have produced 
“mature clergymen and 
prelates that are capable 
of exercising leadership 
also of this world institu¬ 
tion.” Catholics in the de¬ 
veloping world don’t need 
a pope from their region to 
thrive, he said. They have 
done just fine, growing ex¬ 
ponentially with European 
pontiffs. But Turkson, who 
heads the Vatican’s justice 
and peace office, said 
a pope from the global 
south would “go a long 
way to strengthen them in 
their resolve.” 

Whether Turkson would 
have a shot at the pa¬ 
pacy, though, is an open 
question. Last year he 
screened an alarmist video 
at a meeting of the world's 
bishops, warning of the in¬ 
roads Islam is making in Eu¬ 
rope and the world. 

He apologized, but the 
gaffe may have cost him 
a chance at the papacy. 
Even Vatican Radio called 
the film a “4-year-old, fear- 
mongering presentation of 
statistics” that have been 
widely debunked. For his 
part, Venezuelan Cardinal 
Jorge Urosa said he hopes 
the next pope comes from 
Latin America, home to 
40 percent of the world's 
Catholics.Q

CAIRO (AP) — Washing¬ 
ton’s envoy on human

Struggling Caribbean islands now selling citizenship

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— Hadi Mezawi has never 
set foot on the Caribbean 
island of Dominica, has 
never seen its rainforests or 
black-sand beaches. But 
he’s one of its newest citi¬ 
zens. 

Without leaving his home in 
the United Arab Emirates, 
the Palestinian man recent¬ 
ly received a brand new 
Dominican passport after 
sending a roughly $100,000 
contribution to the tropical 
nation half a world away. 
“At the start I was a little 


worried that it might be 
a fraud, but the process 
turned out to be quite 
smooth and simple. Now, 
I am a Dominican," said 
Mezawi, who like many Pal¬ 
estinians had not been rec¬ 
ognized as a citizen of any 
country. That passport will 
help with travel for his job 
with a Brazilian food pro¬ 
cessing company, he said 
by telephone from Dubai. 
Turmoil in the Middle East 
and North Africa has led 
to a surge of interest in pro¬ 
grams that let investors buy 
citizenship or residence in 
countries around the world 


in return for a healthy con¬ 
tribution or investment. 
Most are seeking a second 
passport for hassle-free 
travel or a ready escape 
hatch in case things get 
worse at home. 

Nowhere is it easier or fast¬ 
er than in the minuscule 
Eastern Caribbean nations 
of Dominica and St. Kitts & 
Nevis. 

It’s such a booming busi¬ 
ness that a Dubai-based 
company is building a 
4-square-mile (10-square- 
kilometer) community in St. 
Kitts where investors can 
buy property and citizen¬ 
ship at the same time. In its 
first phase, some 375 share¬ 
holders will get citizenship 
by investing $400,000 each 
in the project, which is ex¬ 
pected to include a 200- 
room hotel and a mega¬ 
yacht marina. Others will 
get passports for buying 
one of 50 condominium 
units. 

“The more they fight over 
there, the more political 
problems there are, the 
more applications we get 
here,” said Victor Doche, 
managing director of an¬ 
other company that offers 
four condominium projects 
where approved buyers 
are granted citizenship in 
St. Kitts, which is less than 
twice the size of Washing¬ 
ton D.C. 

It’s impossible to say how 
many people have used 
the cash for citizenship 
programs. Officials in both 
countries declined to re¬ 
spond when asked by The 
Associated Press. 

“Why do I have to speak 
on that?” said Levi Peter, 
Dominica’s attorney gen¬ 
eral. “I have no explana¬ 


tion to give to AP.” 

But Bernard Wiltshire, a 
former Dominica attorney 
general, said there were 
already around 3,000 eco¬ 
nomic citizens when he 
left government about a 
decade ago. The country

now has roughly 73,000 in¬ 
habitants in all. 

“Investor visa” or citizen¬ 
ship programs are offered 
by many nations, including 
the United States, Canada, 
Britain and Austria. But the 
Caribbean countries offer 
a fast path to citizenship at 
a very low cost. The whole 
process, including back¬ 
ground checks, can take 
as little as 90 days in St. 
Kitts. And there’s no need 
to ever live on the islands, 
or even visit. 

A foreigner can qualify 
for citizenship in St. Kitts 
with a $250,000 donation 
to a fund for retired sugar 


workers or with a minimum 
real estate investment of 
$400,000. The minimum 
contribution in Dominica is 
$ 100 , 000 . 

By contrast, a U.S. program 
allows visas for a $1 million 
investment in a U.S. busi¬ 
ness employing at least 10 
people or $500,000 in des¬ 
ignated economically de¬ 
pressed areas. The investor 
can apply for permanent 
residence in two years, and 
seek citizenship after five 
more. Demand in Canada 
is so great that the country 
stopped accepting new 
applications in July. 

A Dominica passport hold¬ 
er can travel without a visa 
to more than 50 countries, 
while a St. Kitts passport 
provides visa-free travel 
to 139 countries, including 
all of the European Union. 
That’s a big deal to people 
in countries from which 
travel is restricted or whose 
passports are treated with 
suspicion. 

Critics say the programs 
undermine the integrity 
of national passports and 
have security risks. While 
there are no known cases 
of terrorists using the pro¬ 
grams, experts say that’s 
a possibility with many visa 
arrangements anywhere. 
“No level of scrutiny can 
completely guarantee 
that terrorists will not make 
use of fhese programs, jusf 
as background checks 
cannot eliminate the risk 
that dangerous individuals 
will not enter the country 
(the U.S.) on tourist visas, as 
students or as refugees,” 
said Madeleine Sumption, 
a senior policy analyst at 
the Washington-based Mi¬ 
gration Policy InstituteO

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Body slam for wrestling: Sport cut from Olympics

LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
(AP) — For wrestling, this 
may have been the ulti¬ 
mate body slam: getting 
tossed out of the Olympic 
rings. 

The vote Tuesday by the 
IOC’s executive board 
stunned the world’s wres¬ 
tlers, who see their sport as 
popular in many countries 
and steeped in history as 
old as the Olympics them¬ 
selves. 

While wrestling will be in¬ 
cluded at the 2016 Olym¬ 
pics in Rio de Janeiro, it 
was cut from the games in 
2020, which have yet to be 
awarded to a host city. 
2004 Olympic Greco-Ro¬ 
man champion Khasan 
Baroev of Russia called the 
decision “mind-boggling.” 
“I just can't believe it. 
And what sport will then 
be added to the Olympic 
program? What sport is 
worthy of replacing ours?” 
Baroev told the ITAR-Tass 
news agency. “Wrestling is 
popular in many countries 

— just see how the medals 
were distributed at the last 
Olympics.” 

American Rulan Gardner, 
who upset three-time Rus¬ 
sian Olympic champion 
Alexander Karelin at the 
Sydney Games in an epic 
gold-medal bout known as 
the “Miracle on the Mat,” 
was saddened by the de¬ 
cision to drop what he 
called “a beloved sport.” 
“It’s the IOC trying to 
change the Olympics to 
make it more mainstream 
and more viewer-friendly 
instead of sticking to what 
they founded the Olym¬ 
pics on,” Gardner told The 
Associated Press in a tele¬ 
phone interview from Lo¬ 
gan, Utah. 

The executive board of 
the International Olympic 
Committee reviewed the 
26 sports on its summer pro¬ 
gram in order to remove 
one of them so it could add 
one later this year. It de¬ 
cided to cut wrestling and 
keep modern pentathlon 

— a sport that combines 
fencing, horse riding, swim¬ 
ming, running and shoot¬ 
ing — and was considered 


to be the most likely to be 
dropped. 

The board voted after re¬ 
viewing a report by the 
IOC program commission 
report that analyzed 39 cri¬ 
teria, including TV ratings, 
ticket sales, anti-doping 
policy and global partici¬ 
pation and popularity. With 
no official rankings or rec¬ 
ommendations contained 
in the report, the final de¬ 
cision by the 15-member 
board was also subject to 
political, emotional and 
sentimental factors. 

“This is a process of renew¬ 
ing and renovating the 
program for the Olympics," 
IOC spokesman Mark Ad¬ 
ams said. “In the view of 
the executive board, this 
was the best program 
for the Olympic Games 
in 2020. It’s not a case of 
what's wrong with wres¬ 
tling: it is what's right with 
the 25 core sports.” 
According to IOC docu¬ 
ments obtained by the AP, 
wrestling ranked “low” in 
several of the technical cri¬ 
teria, including popularity 
with the public at the Lon¬ 
don Games —just below 5 
on a scale of 10. Wrestling 
sold 113,851 tickets in Lon¬ 
don out of 116,854 avail¬ 
able. 

Wrestling also ranked “low" 
in global TV audience with 
a maximum of 58.5 million 
viewers and an average of 
23 million, the documents 
show. Internet hits and 
press coverage were also 
ranked as low. 

The IOC also noted that 
FILA — the international 
wrestling federation — has 
no athletes on its decision¬ 
making bodies, no wom¬ 
en's commission, no ethics 
rules for technical officials 
and no medical official on 
its executive board. 
Modern pentathlon also 
ranked low in general 
popularity in London, with 
5.2 out of 10. The sport 
also ranked low in all TV 
categories, with maximum 
viewership of 33.5 million 
and an average of 12.5 
million. 

FILA has 177 member na¬ 
tions, compared to 108 for 
modern pentathlon. 
Modern pentathlon, which 


has been on the Olympic 
program since the 1912 
Stockholm Games, was 
created by French baron 
Pierre de Coubertin, the 
founder of the modern 
Olympic movement. 

It also benefited from the 
work of Juan Antonio Sa¬ 
maranch Jr., the son of the 
former IOC president who 
is a UIPM vice president 
and member of the IOC 
board. 

“We were considered 
weak in some of the scores 
in the program commission 
report but strong in others,” 
Samaranch told the AP. 
“We played our cards to 
the best of our ability and 
stressed the positives.” 
Klaus Schormann, presi¬ 
dent of governing body 
UIPM, lobbied hard to pro¬ 
tect his sport's Olympic 
status and it paid off in the 
end. 

“We have promised things 
and we have delivered,” 
he said after Tuesday's 
decision. “That gives me a 
great feeling. It also gives 
me new energy to develop 
our sport further and never 
give up.” 

The IOC executive board 
will meet in May in St. Pe¬ 
tersburg, Russia, to decide 
which sport or sports to pro¬ 
pose for 2020 inclusion. The 


final vote will be made at 
the IOC session, or general 
assembly, in September in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. 
Wrestling will now join sev¬ 
en other sports in applying 
for 2020, but it is extremely 
unlikely that it would be 
voted back in so soon after 
being removed by the ex¬ 
ecutive board. 

The other sports vying for a 
single opening in 2020 are 
a combined bid from base¬ 
ball and softball, karate, 
squash, roller sports, sport 
climbing, wakeboarding 
and wushu, a martial art. 
“Today’s decision is not fi¬ 
nal,” Adams said. “The ses¬ 
sion is sovereign and the 
session will make the final 
decision." Wrestling fea¬ 
tured 344 athletes com¬ 
peting in 11 medal events 
in freestyle and seven in 
Greco-Roman at last year’s 
London Olympics, with Rus¬ 
sia dominating the podium 
but Iran and Azerbaijan 
making strong showings. 
Women's wrestling was 
added to the Olympics at 
the 2004 Athens Games. 
Tuesday’s decision came 
via secret ballot over four 
rounds, with 14 members 
voting each time on which 
sport should not be includ¬ 
ed in the core group. IOC 
President Jacques Rogge 


did not vote. 

Three sports were left in 
the final round: wrestling, 
field hockey and modern 
pentathlon. Eight members 
voted against wrestling 
and three each against 
the other two sports. Tae¬ 
kwondo and canoe kaya¬ 
king survived the previous 
rounds. 

“I was shocked," said IOC 
board member Rene Fasel 
of Switzerland. 

“It was an extremely dif¬ 
ficult decision to take,” 
added IOC Vice President 
Thomas Bach of Germany. 
“The motivation of every 
member is never based on 
a single reason. There are 
always several reasons. It 
was a secret vote. There 
will always be criticism, but 
I think the great majority will 
understand that we took 
a decision based on facts 
and for the modernization 
of the Olympic Games." 
Wrestling was featured in 
the first modern Olympics 
in Athens in 1896. Along 
with Russia’s Karelin, it has 
produced such American 
stars as Gardner, Bruce 
Baumgartner, Jeff Blatnick 
and Jordan Burroughs. 

U.S. Olympic Committee 
CEO Scott Blackmun also 
expressed surprise at the 
IOC decision, citing “the 
history and tradition of 
wrestling, and its popularity 
and universality.” 

“It is important to remem¬ 
ber that today’s action is 
a recommendation, and 
we hope that there will be 
a meaningful opportunity 
to discuss the important 
role that wrestling plays in 
the sports landscape both 
in the United States and 
around the world,” Black¬ 
mun said in a statement. 
“In the meantime, we will 
fully support USA Wrestling 
and its athletes.” 

FILA said in a statement 
that it was “greatly aston¬ 
ished” by the decision, 
adding that the federa¬ 
tion “will take all neces¬ 
sary measures to convince 
the IOC executive board 
and IOC members of the 
aberration of such deci¬ 
sion against one of the 
founding sports of the an¬ 
cient and modern Olympic 
Games.”□

Cholesterol, the Good and the Bad 


In the past they would kill 
the messenger who deliv¬ 
ered news that king did not 
want to hear. Tough job, 
fortunately, this doesn’t 
happen today. Or does 
it? With the declaration 
of helping patients, doc¬ 
tors try to eliminate your 
body signs (messages) with 
drugs. When consulting an 
allopathic doctor the first 
thing investigated is to see if 
you have a disease.

During other drug studies, 
test patients have commit¬ 
ted suicide. In fact, suicide 
is a stated possible risk from 
taking cholesterol lowering 
medicine. Why? Lipopro¬ 
teins, which are attached 
to cholesterol, provide a 
means by which toxins in¬ 
cluding, heavy metals, sol¬ 
vent toxins, pesticides, and 


petro-chemicals can be re¬ 
moved from your brain and 
nerves. As cholesterol falls, 
less lipoproteins are avail¬ 
able lowering your body's 
ability to remove these poi¬ 
sons. 

For natural physicians, cho¬ 
lesterol is not bad. Hydroxy 
sterols are found in both 
animal and plant life. Cho¬ 
lesterol, a complicated 
form of alcohol is the main 
sterol of higher life forms. 
With the exception of brain 
and red blood cells, all cells 
in your body are capable 
of synthesizing or produc¬ 
ing cholesterol. Cholester¬ 
ol provides strength for cell 
walls; a way to use other 
sterols and every day, cho¬ 
lesterol is converted into 
bile acid, which helps pro¬ 
tect from and dissolve gall 
stones. 

In your blood stream cho¬ 
lesterol contains lipopro¬ 
teins.

When 
cholesterol is naturally low 
or forced low with drugs, 
cancer risks rises because 
protection is reduced. 
When a clinical nutritionist 
sees a high test value for 
cholesterol we look to see 
what caused your body 
to increase cholesterol to 
help protect your brain and 
nerves. If fat-soluble poi¬ 
sons are present, chang¬ 
ing what you do or don't 
eat can help remove these 
“bad fats.” With the poison 
gone, cells stop making ex¬ 
cess cholesterol for protec¬ 
tion. 

So what don’t we eat? 
Don't eat sugar, especially 


alcohol or any of the grow¬ 
ing number of products 
with high fructose corn 
syrup. Stop all fried, salty, 
refined or processed foods, 
fatty dairy products or fatty 
meats. When we tell pa¬ 
tients this, many tell us we 
have just eliminated every¬ 
thing they eat. In fact we 
have just described the 
Standard American or Aru¬ 
ban Diet (SAD). 

Ok, what do we eat? Fresh 
fruits and vegetables, lean 
meats, but not pork, whole 
grains like brown rice oats 
or quinoa, a Peruvian su¬ 
pergrain. Wheat is not the 
best choice for many peo¬ 
ple because of allergies 
and gluten intolerance. 
Fish that swim constantly 
in deep water are loaded 
with “good” HDL choles¬ 
terol which is needed to 
manufacture some very 
wonderful hormones, like 
sex hormones.

Herbs 
that lower LDL/triglycerides 
(bad cholesterol) are Shii¬ 
take mushrooms, cayenne, 
ginger, cat’s claw, garlic 
and turmeric. 

“Good cholesterol” pro¬ 
ducing foods which include 
essential fatty acids (EFA) 
rich in Omega 3, 6 and 9 
in the correct proportions 
have changed with mod¬ 
ern diets. Most of us are not 
getting enough Omega 3's 
and some of us are not get¬ 
ting enough of omega 3 
and 6. Supplementing with 
Flax oil or Omega fish oils is 
more important than ever. 
Lecithin is good oil I con¬ 
sider a basic, especially for 




protecting the brain. Make 
sure you only use fish oils 
certified to be free of toxins 
like Mercury.

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Yahoo CEO plans to prune company’s mobile apps

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 

— Yahoo CEO Marissa 
Mayer thinks the Internet 
company will be able to 
please more people with 
fewer smartphone appli¬ 
cations. 

Mayer told an audience 
of investors during a Tues¬ 
day presentation that she 
thinks Yahoo will be bet¬ 
ter served with just 12 to 
15 mobile applications, 
down from a “scattered” 
portfolio of as many as 75 
different programs in re¬ 
cent years. 

Offering so many different 
mobile applications has 
proven too overwhelm¬ 
ing for Yahoo's 200 million 
mobile users, Mayer said. 
By jettisoning some mobile 
applications and combin¬ 
ing some elements in the 
same program, Mayer is 
betting Yahoo’s services 
will become more deeply 


ingrained as daily habits 
that will “delight and in¬ 
spire” users. 

“We don’t want to over¬ 
load people by expect¬ 
ing them to download too 
many distinct, individual 
apps,” Mayer said. Without 
saying so directly, she indi¬ 
cated that Yahoo is likely 
to concentrate its mobile 
apps on finance, sports, 
email, weather, entertain¬ 
ment, news and video. 

Her remarks came dur¬ 
ing her first appearance 
at an investment confer¬ 
ence since she ended 
her 13-year career as a 
top Google Inc. executive 
to become Yahoo's CEO 
seven months ago. 

Mayer, 37, mostly stuck 
to themes she has men¬ 
tioned in previous confer¬ 
ence calls with analysts to 
discuss Yahoo’s quarterly 
earnings. She has consis¬ 


tently stressed that Yahoo 
needs to come up with a 
better mobile strategy and 
hire more engineers spe¬ 
cializing in applications for 
smartphones and tablet 
computers, to accelerate 
the company's growth. 
Yahoo Inc., based in 
Sunnyvale, Calif., was 
stuck in a financial funk 
that caused its stock price 
to steadily sink until May¬ 
er’s arrival. The shares have 
surged by 36 percent since 
Mayer became CEO and, 
on Tuesday, touched their 
highest level in more than 
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four-and-half years in a 
show of Wall Street faith in 
Mayer. The stock closed 
at $21.21 Tuesday, up 31 
cents. 

Yahoo picked up more 
mobile engineering exper¬ 
tise Tuesday with the ac¬ 
quisition of Alike, the maker 
of an app that helps peo¬ 
ple find nearby restaurants 
and other places that they 
might enjoy. It’s the fourth 
small deal that Mayer has 
pulled off as Yahoo's CEO. 
All of the acquisitions have 
been of startups staffed by 
a group of employees that 
Mayer wanted to add to 


Yahoo’s workforce. 

“We have to augment 
the engineering talent we 
already have and build 
more,” she said. 

Mayer also assured in¬ 
vestors that she is setting 
quarterly goals that all em¬ 
ployees will be expected 
to meet as Yahoo tries to 
build upon a 2 percent in¬ 
crease in net revenue last 
year. Although paltry, the 
gain ended a three-year 
slump in Yahoo’s annual 
revenue. 

“We grade ourselves as 
honestly and as brutally as 
we can,” Mayer said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — The Dow 

rose to its highest close of 
the year, putting it within 
1 percent of its record. 
Stocks gained after impres¬ 
sive results from two big 
consumer brands. 

The Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average closed up 
47.46, or 0.3 percent, to 
14,018.70 Tuesday. That is 
146 points from its record 
close of 14,164.53 set in 
October 2007. The Stan¬ 
dard & Poor’s 500 gained 
2.42 points to 1,519.43, also 
close to its record. 

In a quiet day of trade, 
stocks were driven higher 
by beauty products maker 
Avon and luxury clothing 
and accessories company 
Michael Kors, whose results 
impressed investors. Con¬ 
sumer spending accounts 
for 70 percent of econom¬ 
ic activity in the U.S. 
Financial and home build¬ 
ing stocks also lifted stocks, 
led by Bank of America 
and Masco Corp, which 
notched some of the day’s 
biggest gains. 

The Dow has surged at the 
start of the year, logging 
its best January in almost 
two decades, after law¬ 
makers reached a last- 
minute deal to avoid the 
“fiscal cliff” of sweeping 
tax increases and spend¬ 
ing cuts. Investors are also 
becoming more optimistic 
that the housing market is 
recovering and that hiring 
is picking up. 

The Dow has now ad¬ 


vanced 7 percent this 
year, and the S&P 500 is up 
6.6 percent. 

The 30-member Dow has 
now closed above 14,000 
twice this month. Before 
February, the index had 
closed above that level 
just nine times in its history. 
The first time was in July 
2007; the rest were in Octo¬ 
ber of that year. 

Avon's stock price jumped 
$3.51, or 20 percent, to 
$20.79 after the company 
posted a fourth-quarter 
loss that wasn’t as bad as 
analysts expected.

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Zimbabwe faces crayfish crisis in water ecosystem

HARARE, Zimbabwe (AP) 

— Scientists in Zimbabwe 
say a fresh water crayfish 
brought from Australia is 
breeding out of control in 
the northern Lake Kariba, 
devouring the food sourc¬ 
es of other fish and putting 
the nation’s entire aquatic 
ecosystem at risk. 

Officials at the Zimbabwe 
University lakeshore re¬ 
search station say the red 
claw crayfish, introduced 
a decade ago for a fish 
farming project, has no 
natural predators in the 
wild — crocodiles don’t like 
them — and they produce 
clusters of eggs up to half 
the size of a tennis ball that 
hatch prolifically. 

Baby crocodiles still feed¬ 
ing on insects have been 
observed eating the cray¬ 
fish, as have Lake Kariba’s 
piranha-like tiger fish, but 
they generally thrive in 
deeper water than the 
crayfish. 

Chief ecologist Crispen 
Phiri said the exploding, 
migrant crayfish popula¬ 
tion is infesting rivers, dams, 
ponds and tanks much 
farther afield where “the 
scavenger eats every¬ 
thing —rotting vegetation, 
anything organic and mi¬ 
cro-organisms” that other 
aquatic life and fish need. 
The red claw crayfish, sci¬ 
entifically Cherax Quadri- 
carinatus and known col¬ 
loquially in Australia as the 
yabby, is robust and hardy 
and cannot be poisoned 
without killing other natural 
species, Phiri said. 

It survives and multiplies 
in virtually any fresh wa¬ 
ter supply and though its 
flesh is high in protein it is 
not popular in the diet of 
ordinary Zimbabweans, 
even those facing food 
shortages in the troubled 
economy. 

Phiri said it is not clear 


whether the sister cray¬ 
fish, or Cherax Destructor, 
is infesting Lake Kariba, 
too. As its scientific name 
suggests, it is a burrower 
which can cause struc¬ 
tural damage to drainage 
and hydroelectric installa¬ 
tions in Kariba, one of the 
world’s largest manmade 
lakes stretching about 300 
kilometers (200 miles) on 


the Zambezi River along 
the northern border with 
neighboring Zambia. 

Like professionals in most 
Zimbabwean institutions, 
the scientists are suffering 
acute shortages of fund¬ 
ing. The station’s only re¬ 
search vessel has been 
docked for more than five 
years awaiting cash for re¬ 
pairs. What the ecologists 
do know is that the red 
claw migrates deep into 
river systems. 

“We have to do a lot more 
work on the crayfish inva¬ 
sion," Phiri told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

“We don’t know yet what 
will happen to the eco¬ 
system. It is an omnivore 
and eats detritus, rotting 


vegetation, dead fish, the 
eggs of bream and other 
aquatic life as well as all 
the organisms that are cru¬ 
cial in the whole ecologi¬ 
cal chain,” he said. 

Nor is it known exactly how 
many crayfish are in Kariba 
lake. Phiri says they are 
most visible breeding un¬ 
checked close to human 
settlements, harbors and 
slipways for boats. Kariba’s 
“kapenta” fish, a tiny tropi¬ 
cal whitebait or sardine 
that has become a staple 
food, was also introduced 
into the lake but does not 
migrate because it only 
lives in deep water lake 
conditions. The red claw 
from Australia was first 
“farmed” in neighboring 
Zambia but has already 
found its way deep into 
that country’s lake tributar¬ 
ies where its worrying im¬ 
pact is also being urgently 
tracked. 

The solution to the crayfish 
crisis, said Phiri, seems to 
lie in commercial exploita¬ 


tion in traps similar to those 
used to catch marine lob¬ 
ster. 

In stores in Harare, it sells for 
$9 a kilogram (2.2 pounds), 
$12 still alive in fish shop 
aquariums, and far more 
in upmarket restaurants 
patronized by the wealthy 
well-traveled elite and Zim¬ 
babwe's growing Chinese 
community. 

Phiri said impoverished vil¬ 
lagers capture the red 
claw and relocate to wa¬ 
ter closer to urban markets 
in central Zimbabwe. 
Neighboring South Africa 
has banned commercial 
operations and breeding 
of the still water crusta¬ 
cean in Argentina, Mexi¬ 
co and Australia is strictly 
controlled for environmen¬ 
tal reasons. “We don't 
have the resources on the 
ground to license or police 
exploitation on the right 
scale at Kariba,” said Phiri. 
“The important thing is we 
don’t want people to intro¬ 
duce it elsewhere. ”□

NEW YORK (AP) — Nan¬ 
cy Zwiers was genuinely 
psyched to see “Lincoln,” 
but something happened 
between the ticket pur¬ 
chase and the credits. Off 
screen, that is. 

“Yes, I fell asleep,” con¬ 
fessed the 54-year-old. “I 
only have two clear mem¬ 
ories of the movie: a bunch 
of old white guys sitting 
around talking and Sally 
Field in a perpetual state 
of angst." 

That was shortly after 
its release in October. 
Fast forward to January, 
and a dozen Academy 
Award nominations for 
the 150-minute epic and 
another accolade has 
emerged: nap worthy, with 
and without apologies to 
Steven Spielberg and Dan¬ 
iel Day-Lewis. 

Movie napping is almost 
certainly as old as cinema 
itself. It strikes the overtired 
and the well-rested, film 
nuts and occasional the¬ 
atergoers. Some blame 
it on soporific popcorn. 
Others on the envelop¬ 
ing darkness and a comfy 
seat. The theater is too hot. 
The theater is too cold, too 
crowded, not crowded 
enough ... 

Any which way, cinemat¬ 
ic snoozing seems near 
epidemic proportions this 
awards season with buzz 
with extra Ills for “Lincoln,” 
the 157-minute sung “Les 
Miserables,” the 169-min¬ 
ute “The Hobbit: An Un¬ 
expected Journey” and 
others cited as good for a 
snore, but not always due 
to extra minutes. 

Forget the theory that 
movie watchers of a cer¬ 
tain age are more heavily 
afflicted. 

“I don’t realize I do it and 
I wake up 20 minutes later 
and then everyone’s, like, 
you were asleep,” said 
Rose Liu, 31. “I snore and 
then it’s embarrassing, but 
I really can't control it. I 
wake up and I'm re-ener- 
gized!” 

Liu has movie dozed on 
dates and out with friends, 
some of whom have 
nudged her awake at the 
request of strangers sitting 
nearby. 


She, too, was done-in by 
“Lincoln.” She's not a fan, 
but she also caught some 
shuteye during the two- 
hour “Argo," which she 
liked. A power napper in 
regular life and a movie¬ 
goer about once a month, 
Liu acknowledged it would 
make sense to avoid late 
screenings, but that's usu¬ 
ally not possible. 

Count psychologist Jen¬ 
nifer Thomas, 43, as a nap 
person outside of theaters 
and in. With four kids at 
home, she watches a lot 
on Netflix but gets out to 
the theater about once 
every three months. 
Thomas decided to take in 
“Life of Pi” in 3D on the rec¬ 
ommendation of friends 
who enjoyed the book. In 
a rare moment of parent¬ 
hood, Thomas was alone 
— in the dark, in a cushy 
seat. 

“It was somewhere with 
the boat and the water 
and the lion, and they had 
settled into the story, and 
I just had this feeling that, 
‘I’m just going to listen to 
the movie for a while and 
I’m just going to close my 
eyes,”’ she recalled of her 
15-minute break from the 


largely symbolic action. 
Who among us hasn’t 
been there, at least once? 
Collin Roberts has seen 
four of the nine films nomi¬ 
nated for a best picture 
Oscar: “Argo,” "Beasts of 
the Southern Wild,” "Life of 
Pi” and “Lincoln,” the latter 
definitely not her thing but 
a favor to her husband. 
“The soliloquies started. 
That was something I 
didn’t know about Lincoln, 
his tendency to give long- 
winded speeches at inap¬ 
propriate times. The elderly 
lady next to me fell asleep 
and started snoring softly 
and before I knew it, I was 
nodding off, too,” she said. 
Entertainment Weekly has 
dubbed this the most thrill¬ 
ing race for Oscar in years, 
but the length of some 
contenders has earned 
attention. Over at “Satur¬ 
day Night Live,” a recent 
skit suggests the next two 
“Hobbit” movies morph 
into 18 instead, including 
“The Elf Queen Tries to Pick 
an Outfit.” 

The writers at SNL includ¬ 
ed this mock review from 
film critic Peter Travers: “I 
fell asleep for 45 minutes 
and when I woke up the 


dwarves were assembling 
an Ikea dresser.” 

In real life, Travers liked parts 
of the Lord of the Rings pre¬ 
quel but hated the whole 
48 frames a second thing 
and thought an hour could 
have been chopped. The 
Internet is heavy with lists 
of all-time snoozer movies, 
but rarely is one season so 
full of them, or so say the 
nappers. 

Tadd Rosenfeld gets plenty 
of sleep and rarely naps 
outside of movie theaters. 
He’s in catch-up mode on 
Oscar nominees and said 
his last in-theater snooze 


was “The Dark Knight Rises,” 
the latest in the Batman 
franchise released in July. 
It won a dozen awards, in¬ 
cluding one of the Ameri¬ 
can Film Institute’s movies 
of the year and a Holly¬ 
wood Film Award. Most of 
his friends loved it. 

“But to me it was simply 
restful. It lost my attention 
almost straight away, and 
as my eyelids felt heavier 
and heavier, I just relaxed 
into a lower sitting position 
in the chair, allowing the 
colorful scenes to unfold as 
I drifted pleasantly away," 
Rosenfeld said. □

The emperor of the American 
outdoors usually wears a cowboy 
hat, for the lashing dust and sear¬ 
ing sun in the domain of the Inte¬ 
rior Department, which is one-fifth 
of the United States. James Watt, 
the most small-minded head of 
that agency in modern times, 
wore one. So did Ken Salazar, the 
outgoing secretary. 

Don’t expect to see Sally Jewell, 
who is President Barack Obama’s 
nominee for Interior secretary, in 
a showy Stetson. Running shoes, 
yes. Climbing helmet, of course. 
Cycling tights, no doubt. If con¬ 
firmed, Jewell would be one of 
the few directors of that vast de¬ 
partment to actually share the 
passions of the majority of people 
who use the 500 million acres of 
public land under Interior’s con¬ 
trol. 

It’s not just that Jewell has 
climbed Mount Rainier, kayaked 
innumerable frothy waterways, 
skied and snowboarded double¬ 
diamond runs. Nor that, as chief 
executive of the nation’s largest 
consumer cooperative - Recre¬ 
ational Equipment Inc., the retail¬ 
er known as REI - she knows that 
Americans spend more money on 
outdoor equipment than they do 
on pharmaceuticals or gasoline. 
But Jewell - a city-dweller, edu¬ 
cated, articulate about the im¬ 
portance of nature in a modern 
life - is a prototypical citizen of the 
21st-century American West, still 
the geography of hope, in Wal¬ 
lace Stegner’s timeless phrase. 

“It feels so nice to get a little mud 
on your feet, a little mist in your 
face,” she said not long ago, af¬ 
ter a winter hike near her home in 
Seattle. 

For all the ranchers and wild¬ 
catters, the loggers and right- 
wing county commissioners who 
clamor for control of the nation’s 
public lands, the dominant user is 
an urbanite, who bikes, skis, rafts, 
climbs, hunts, fishes, watches 
birds, waits for sunsets with a cam¬ 
era or finds an antidote for “na¬ 
ture deficit disorder” in a week¬ 
end on a high plateau. 

Yet this silent majority is taken for 
granted. Obama, following the 
ravaged path of George W. Bush, 
has made it easy for oil and gas 
drillers to industrialize huge swaths 
of land that are owned by every 
citizen. About 6 million acres have 
been leased to drillers in the last 
four years; a total of 44 million 
acres are under lease now. 

Bush made oil and gas drilling his 
No. 1 priority for Interior’s lands. 


Obama has not significantly al¬ 
tered that course. 

“We are drilling all over the 
place,” Obama said in defense of 
his policies during the presidential 
campaign. At the same time, less 
public land has been permanent¬ 
ly protected under Obama than 
any of the prior four presidents. 
Every time gas prices go up, some 
demagogue will say it’s because 
we aren’t sucking enough oil out 
of our shared setting, when in fact 
there is no connection between 
the global price of oil and annual 
output from government leases. 
But Obama has been afraid to 
rally the larger conservation and 
recreational-user coalition be¬ 
cause he fears the wrath of the 
fossil-fuel crowd. 

In part, this is because those who 
value the prairies, canyons, moun¬ 
tains and grasslands of Interior for 
something other than extraction 
have been largely missing from 
the debate. They let buffoonish 
politicians from rural Western ar¬ 
eas drone on about the need to 
put even more public lands under 
control of the oil industry. They al¬ 
low corporate interests who are 
more at home on a Saudi golf 
course than in a slick-rock canyon 
in southern Utah to speak for the 
West. 

Just recently, that has started to 
change. The outdoor recreation¬ 
al industry directly supports three 
times more jobs than the oil and 
gas sector. People who play in 
the American outdoors spend 
$646 billion a year, responsible for 
6.1 million jobs. 

Bruce Babbitt, one of the best 
Interior secretaries of the last 50 
years, understood this historic shift 
but was able to convince his boss. 
Bill Clinton, of the power of the 
constituency only in the last years 
of his presidency. 

Jewell is a mechanical engi¬ 
neer by education and certainly 
knows her way around a drilling 
rig after a stint with Mobil Oil. She 
also spent 19 years in the bank¬ 
ing industry. But her life was never 
strictly defined by her day job. 
When her father, an anesthesiolo¬ 
gist from England, moved to Se¬ 
attle in the 1950s, he asked what 
people did with their spare time. 
Someone told him to join REI, 
which was founded in 1938 by 
two dozen or so mountain climb¬ 
ers looking for a way to buy an ice 
ax. Today, REI is still a coopera¬ 
tive - socialist alert! - honoring its 
Scandinavian-American roots, al¬ 
beit a profitable one that returns 
nearly $100 million to members 
every year. They have 127 stores 
in 31 states. Jewell can be an exu¬ 
berant evangelist on the subject 
of trying to get kids from the inner 
cities into the mountains. There is 
a profound disconnect, she often 
says, between modern life and 
the natural world. And those city 
dwellers without money are the 
ones missing out most. 

Sally Jewell would be the first 
woman chosen to join Obama’s 
second-term cabinet, which is 
dominated by white men. But she 
also represents a different kind of 
diversity inside the Beltway: some¬ 
one who can tell you which way 
the wind is blowing without hav¬ 
ing to fake it.Q 
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Don’t Hack The Hacks

WASHINGTON - I spent a long 
time looking at W.’s sprezzatura in 
the shower, the play of light and 
shadow on his muscular back, 
and his face winsomely reflected 
in the shaving mirror. 

I gazed at the former president’s 
legs and toes in the bathtub, 
overcome with relief that W. was 
now under the influence of Lucian 
Freud rather than Dick Cheney. 
Images of W.’s tasteful nude self- 
portraits went viral after being 
published on the Smoking Gun 
website on Thursday; they were 
stolen from his sister Doro’s email 
account by a hacker called Gu- 
ccifer, who is now being investi¬ 
gated by the Secret Service for 
pillaging three years of Bush fam¬ 
ily email. 

Congress and the news media 
are engaged in a febrile debate 
about the way America has used 
torture and drones, trying to figure 
out if the war on terror launched 
by W. got out of control and 
warped our sense of right and 
wrong. In the midst of this ca¬ 
cophony on morality, W. himself 
seems to have escaped to a sim¬ 
pler, more solipsistic landscape, 
making illustrations of his illustrious 
torso. 

We are not talking Bonnard-level 
nude bath paintings. But, like W.’s 
charming oil portrait of Barney, 


signed “43,” which he released 
himself when his dog died recent¬ 
ly, the pictures were surprisingly 
interesting and humanizing. 

The way the artist uses light on sur¬ 
faces, the sun coming through a 
fabric shade and hitting the wa¬ 
ter in the bathtub, is quite deft, as 
are his brush strokes and his use 
of a “Rokeby Venus”-style face in 
the mirror. The man can handle a 
brush. And we thought he could 
only clear brush. The president 
who came across as a paint-by¬ 
numbers executive in public life 
can actually paint in private life. 
It’s weird because W.’s presiden¬ 
cy was not a reality-based under¬ 
taking; it did not look carefully at 
the world. And yet his paintings 
reflect meticulous optical obser¬ 
vation. As president (where he 
also showed sprezzatura), W. was 
led by Cheney and Rummy. But 
as a painter, he savors his own 
perspective. The Smoking Gun 
reported that Guccifer infiltrated 
the email of Doro Bush and sev¬ 
eral family friends, collecting cell¬ 
phone numbers, security codes, 
photos - including ones of the 
paintings and another of the first 
President Bush in the hospital - 
and emails, including one by Jeb 
Bush about how his father helped 
restore Bill Clinton’s “sordid repu¬ 
tation.” It was a week for wor¬ 
rying about the dark side of our 
cool, fast, exciting, heedless new 
technologies. We are so dizzy 
and intoxicated by our new toys 
- from iPhones to drones - that we 
are hopelessly addicted to them 
before we fully understand the 
downsides. 

The instant gratification they of¬ 
fer makes us shortsighted in an 
unprecedented way. It’s insane 
how vulnerable we’ve made our¬ 
selves, like drunks failing to look 
around as they walk into traffic. 
Hackers could shut down the way 
we live, and if they hacked into 
drones or nuclear codes, deter¬ 
mine the way we die. If you think 


it through, which most of us avoid, 
the prospect of Techmaggedon is 
terrifying. 

On Thursday, at John Brennan’s 
confirmation hearing to be CIA 
director, some senators took a 
stab at thinking it through on the 
smart, sleek, robotic machine that 
dominates our political debate. 
(Drones, not Obama.) 

Those who battled Cheney’s ne¬ 
farious efforts to obliterate con¬ 
stitutional checks and balances 
and practice pre-emption can’t 
look the other way when a Dem¬ 
ocratic president is caught up 
in the narcotic allure of drones 
and pre-emption. You sell a little 
bit of the democratic soul when 
you start zapping people with 
no due process. The Chinese, 
who have already broken into 
the White House computer net¬ 
work, have now pilfered, maybe 
spear-phished, oceans of emails 
from The New York Times, The Wall 
Street Journal and The Washing¬ 
ton Post. With the Chinese stock¬ 
piling our vile, vexed, vulgar, viva¬ 
cious and vinous emails, they can 
trounce us easily. They can simply 
threaten to release a batch of our 
e-bombs about our bosses, spous¬ 
es, dates, friends and crushes. 
We’ll all lose our jobs, but every¬ 
one else will, too, so we can just 
reboot and change places. 

It’s already too late to stop send¬ 
ing embarrassing e-missives, with 
a decade worth of hand gre¬ 
nades out there rolling around. 
Just as Obama knows in his heart 
that, while seductive, drones 
need limits, so we know that, 
while seductive, emails need lim¬ 
its - because sooner or later, the 
Chinese or some bitter hacker in 
his basement or some 10-year-old 
kid is going to make all our titillat¬ 
ing emails public. 

The rule of thumb in Washington 
used to be: Don’t do anything 
that you wouldn’t want to see 
printed on the front page of The 
New York Times. The new rule is: 
Don’t send an email you wouldn’t 
want to see printed on the front 
page of The New York Times. (Es¬ 
pecially if you work here.) □
